S IC K P A Y 


Changes made by the Rev­ 
enue Act of 1964 have also af­ 
fected the sick pay exclusion. 
The new provisions w ill appl' 
to all “ sick pay” attributable 
.to periods of absence begin­ 
ning after 1963. which resulted 
from illness or injury. 
To compute your sick pay 
exclusion you must first de­ 
termine whether your sick pay 
is: ( I ) more than 75 per cent 
of your weekly rate of pay, or

(2) 75 per cent or less— 


If >ou receive 75 per cent or 
less of your weekly 
rate of 
wages, the waiting period is 7 
calendar days, but the exclu­ 
sion is limited to a rate not to 
exceed $75 a week. The wait­ 
ing period does not apply if 
you were hospitalized at least 
one day during your absence. 
After 
30 
calendar 
days 
the 
weekly rate of exclusion is in­ 
creased to an amount not to 
exceed $100. 


The exclusion for periods of 
absence 
which 
began 
before 
January I. 1964 is to be com­ 
puted under the 1963 rules.
